that a highly radioactive ob­ 
ject had fallen from the sky 
into the pond Monday. He 
said initial readings of high 
radioactivity near a hole in the 
ice-covered pond resulted be­ 
cause the instruments were 
faulty or malfunctioned in the 
extreme cold. 
There was some official con­ 
fusion on whether there was 
any object at all. 
Col. I*eon Parker of the state 
adjutant general’s office said, 
“ W e know some object 
dropped 
into 
the 
farmer’s 
pond." 
But Thomson's office Thurs­ 
day night said investigators 
“ found no evidence of any for­ 
eign object in the small pond." 
McCarthy’s son, Thomas, 
26, said his parents, who raise

1,400, 
contacted authorities 
after looking at the 150-foot- 


long, solidly frozen pond Mon­ 
day and witnessing a strange 
phenomenon. 
“ The whole pond started to 
melt and it was five degrees," 
the younger McCarthy said. 
“ There was a hole right in 
the ice. The first day it was 16 
or 18 inches across. The whole 
pond turned to slush. There 
was another small hole 50 feet 
away, linked by a crack in the 
ice,” he said. 
He said didn’t know what 
the first reading on radio­ 
activity was Monday when the 
police called state authorities, 
but "it registered enough to 
get them going.”

The FTC complaint was the 
latest in a series of government 
actions against professionals 
on advertising and price is­ 
sues. 
A year ago, the FTC went 
after the American Medical 
Association to try to end rules 
against advertising by doctors, 
and the Justice Department 
has gone after the American 
Bar Association on the same 
grounds. 
The FTC in recent months 
also has won settlements from 
individual groups such as the 
American College of Radio­ 
logy. the American Academy 
of Orthopedic Surgeons and 
the American College of Ob­ 
stetrics and Gynecology on the 
issue of price fixing through 
suggested price differentials. 
FTC said the ADA has a 
, membership of 124,000, "the 
vast majority of all dentists in 
• the United States." 


The complaint specifically 
charges that the ADA’s code of 
ethics "fixes prices or other­ 
wise interferes with the prices 
of dentists’ services," keeps 
patients from knowing which 
dentist might be cheaper and 
"restrains the development of 
innovative systems for the de­ 
livery of dental services." 
One FTC lawyer said the 
complaint does not charge the 
ADA with overt price fixing, 
but only says the prohibition 
on advertising has that effect. 
Th e industry-w ide in ­ 
vestigation will attempt to de­ 
termine whether restrictions 
imposed by private and gov­ 
ernmental agencies on the pro­ 
vision of dental services may 
amount to unfair competition 
“ or unfair or deceptive acts." 


In addition to the avail­ 
ability of price information, 
the investigation will go into 
restrictions preventing certain 
persons from owning dental 
practices; preventing the 
movement of dentists or oral

After readin g l.« gislator Tipp's an aly sis 
of the Family of Woodstock it is clear she 
is on the road to becomin g an excellen t 
demagogue. In stead of try in g to offer 
viable altern atives to our problems she 
chooaes to make emotion al statem en ts 
that please an econ omically depressed 
electorate without statistics or research to 
back herself up. Our commun ities are 
divided en ough already without this ty pe 
of an tagon ism from our public officials. 
W hat IS n ow happen in g in Woodstock 
is tragic con siderin g that a compromise 
amon g all parties could have been worked 
out.

In 1960 the peak population 
growth in Ulster Coun ty was in the un der 
five age group. Today this has resulted in 
the 20-to-25-y ear-olds showin g the heav­ 
iest population figures in the coun ty . To 
compoun d this the turbulen t 60s an d the 
decay in g cities brought an d con tin ue to 
brin g man y y oun g people to Ulster Coun ­ 
ty lookin g for an iden tity an d/or a n ew 
begin n in g.

I admit that 
a min ority of y oun g people today are 
satisfied with just gettin g by collectin g 
from our rotten social service sy stem, but 
the majority wan t to work an d strive 
towards self-sufficien cy . If you wan t to 
get depressed quickly spen d a day lookin g 
for a job. 
1 don ’t forsre man y y oun g people leav­ 
in g Ulster Coun ty in the n ear future 
un less they are highly motivated an d 
realize that opportun ities are very limited 
here. WoodstiKk, because of its reputa­ 
tion an d New Paitz because of the college, 
will ci'n tin ue tc have an above average

statistics show that the problems are 
basically the same throughout Ulster

The Family of Woodstock came in to 
operation as a result of this large in crease 
of y oun g people in Ulster Coun ty .

The membran e edge separated from the 
roof edge at this location durin g the 
win ter of 1975 because, un kn own to the 
roofer, this portion of the eave lacked a 
wood 
n ailer un der the copper eave 
flashin g. Therefore, the edge n ails had n o 
adequate base m aterial for an chorin g. 
The roofer who did the reroofmg of the 
Old City Hall in 1929 was remiss in n ot 
in atallin g 
a 
wood 
n ailer alon g this 
n orthwest roof edge. It is remarkable that 
the 1929 in stalled membran e lasted as 
well as it did, as the membran e n ailin g 
in gen eral was n ot adequate; (a) closely 
spaced tapered cut n ails were used alon g 
the eaves which fractured the gy psum, 
(b) common galvan ized roofin g n ails 
which have very low pull-out gy psum 
deck gen erally . 
The repair was made possible by utili­ 
zin g un ique fasten ers don ated by ESS 


Products of New Rochelle. They were 
driven through holes pun ched in the 
copper flashin g an d in to the gy psum 
base. 
In spection an d touch up of the on e-ply 
membran e an d the origin al n orth-south 
ridge built up roofin g was carried out 
before leavin g the site. 
The J&.^ Rtxjfin g Co. should be com­ 
men ded for their attitude of backin g their 
warran ty for the in stallation of the on e- 
ply membran e which was don e durin g the 
late win ter mon ths of February an d 
March of 1975. 
The gy psum deck of the Old City Hall 
is soun d an d of good den sity . It is sup­ 
ported by excellen t steel truss work. It 
should even tually be the base for a m ulti­ 
ply built-up roof. 
In order to retain this excellen t struc­ 
ture an d to keep it dry within , I recom­ 
men d at least an n ual in spection s of the 
roof membran e by a licen sed profession al 
en gin eer or architect.

WASHINGTON (KFS) ■ On e of the 
oldest ideas of the n ew admin istration is 
govern men t 
reorgan ization , 
the 
con ­ 
solidation an d rearran gemen t of agen cies 
an d bureaus for efficien cy ’s sake. By the 
time the Dockery -Cockrell Commission 
was created in 1893 there had already 
been three previous attem pts to tackle 
the problems of govern men t sloth sin ce 
the Civil War. 


Nor was the goal then put aside to 
lan guish. Ciovemmen tal failure to do its 
job IS too aggravatin g to be ign ored. In 
19(X5 Theodore Roosevelt appoin ted the 
Keep Commission , an d so it wen t decade 
after decade with Herbert Hoover say in g 
in ia32, "The absolute n ecessity for the 
most drastic econ omy makes the problem 
of govern men t reorgan ization on e of para­ 
moun t importan ce.” Twen ty y ears later 
Mr. Hiwver himself was made the head 
of a commission to do what he was un able 
to do in this regard when he was in the 
White House. 


Even Fran klin RiKwevelt, the presiden t 
whose n ame is most closely associated 
with the rise of big, bad, sloppy govern ­ 
men t. was con cern ed about the question . 
“ Before an y man en ters my cabin et he 
must pledge... complete cooperation with 
me lookin g to econ omry an d reorgan iza­ 
tion in his departm en t," Roosevelt said 
durin g the 1932 campaign . Nor was this 
just campaign y atata-y atata. True he 
wailed for four y ears, but after the 1936 
election s he proposed a massive an d 
fun damen tal reorgan ization of the federal 
govern men t. There would be n othin g 
quite so sweepin g un til Richard Nixon ’s 
repeated, failin g attem pts in the 1970s. 
Roosevelt’s proposals were shaped by a 
committee headed by Louis Brown low, an 
academic specializin g in public admin is­ 
tration . It was his idea to cluster all 
bureaus an d agen cies together accordin g 
to fun ction , much as Nixon wan ted. Such 
clusterin g is logical but whether it is also 
more efficien t - whatever that word 
mean s in this kin d of discussion ds 
an other matter. Thus it certain ly made 
logical sen se to take the Public Health 
Service out of the Treasury Departmen t, 
of all stran ge places, where it was in 
FDR's time an d put it un der a depart­ 
men t whose major respon sibilities were 
closer to providin g people services. 
That was the reason in g behin d the 
creation of the Departmen t of Health, 
Education an d Welfare un der the Eisen ­ 
hower Admin istration . T hat’s where the 
Public Health Service is n ow, but that 
either it or the departm en t in which it’s 
housed are especially or even min imally 
efficien t is a highly arguable proposition . 
Clusterin g offices an d agen cies by fun c­ 
tion al respon sibilities doesn ’t n ecessarily 
provide the coordin ation , the dispatch or 
the econ omy that is in variably promised, 
liook at the Departmen t of Tran sporta­ 
tion . Now slightly more than a decade old 
it remain s a bun dle of quasi-auton omous

He 
says he was successful in this approach in 
Georgia, but a state govern men t the size 
of GWirgia’s is three or four quan tum 
leaps away from Washin gton . 
Federal bureaucracies have con stituen ­ 
cies of truly gran d power. Take the 
Veteran s Admin istration . By all common 
sen se reason in g it shouldn 't be allowed to 
stan d off by itself but should be in te­ 
grated in to the gen eral govern men t al 
structure, perhaps even broken up in to 
various parts, but that won ’t be. FDR 
foun d the politics of govern men t efficien ­ 
cy deman ded that the VA be left alon e 
an d in efficien t. Carter will fin d out the 
same, even if he is successful in puttin g 
the VA un der the n omin al supervision of 
some kin d of super departm en t of human 
resources. 
More than n omin al con trol, however, 
doesn ’t mean a more successful VA. No 
eviden ce exists that an y on e kn ows how, 
that we possess the requisite skills to 
admin ister organ ization s of such size effi­ 
cien tly • by which is mean t at a cost an d 
with a level of service that doesn ’t in cite 
mob violen ce. There are n o, literally n o 
successful examples of outfits of the size 
an d complexity of the Pen tagon or HEW 
bein g run satisfactorily .

House aide told us bitterly , would 
have put the presiden t over the 
top. Other aides agreed, some of 
them less certain ly , that the in ­ 
credible miscalculation may have 
coat him the election . At least in 
the key state of Ohio, GOP 
strategists suggested, the mon ey 
could have made a differen ce. 


The $1.7 million wen t un spen t, 
i r o n i ca l l y , because of the 
presiden t’s determin ation to keep 
h is c a m pa i gn free of an y 
Watergate-sty le fin an cial abuses. 
At secret, meetin gs in Washin gton 
durin g 
September, 
the 
Ford 
strategists carefully an alyzed the 
n ew election law. 


It allowed both can didates to spen d 
$21.8 million of their own campaign 
fun ds. But the Republican s had come up 
with an other $3.1 million which could be 
spen t, quite legally , by the presiden t’s 
campaign committee 


The mon ey came out of the till of the 
Republican Nation al Committee. But 
Ford's 
campaign 
chief, 
Jim 
Baker, 
pruden tly in sisted that up to $750,000 
should be held back to make sure the 
presiden t didn ’t exceed the legal limit. 


So the spen din g rate was kept down . 
The Ford campaign , mean while, began to 
pick up momen tum. As the presiden t 
gain ed on Jimmy Carter in the polls, the 
Republican Nation al Committee urged 
the campaign committee to loosen the 
purse strin gs. 


But it was mid-October before the 
presiden t’s campaign aides realized thc> 
had been spen din g mon ey far too slowly. 
By then , programs to en list black voters 
an d to step up TV promotion in several 
key states had already been rejected as 
too expen sive. 
Hurried meetin gs were called, but it 
was too late to spen d the mon ey usefully . 
On the day after the election , the beaten 
Ford campaign ers began to add up their 
expen ditures. The latest tally shows that 
Ford could have spen t from $1.7 to $1.8 
million more than he did. 
At the Republican Nation al Commit­ 
tee, a spokesman said blun tly that “we 
had it available to be spen t.” The im ­ 
plication was that the presiden t's cam ­ 
paign committee had been too miserly . 
A spokesman for the campaign commit­ 
tee 
ackn owledged; 
“We 
were disap­ 
poin ted we didn ’t spen d the b ud get^ 
amoun ts. We were con scious of the re­ 
quiremen ts of the n ew law an d the ex­ 
cesses of the past. We wan ted to be 
damn ed certain we were within it.” 
It was pure con jecture, he added, to 
blame Ford's defeat on the $1.7 million 
miscalculation 
SUGGESTION BOX; The taxpay ers 
provide their top leaders with chauffeur- 
driven limousin es to get aroun d Washin g­ 
ton .

Not a sin gle on e offered to imple­ 
men t the idea. On ly the Gen eral Services 
Admin istration respon ded at all, say in g it 
had in cluded the suggestion in a three- 
page bulletin .

TU C SO N , Ariz. (U PI) - For sheer 
consistency no one played better than 
Tom Watson on the PGA Tour in 1976 
and, seemingly, the 1975 British Open 
champion is picking up where he left off 
on the 1977 Tour. 
Watson didn’t play well at Phoenix last 
week but he attributes that to the fact he 
had too long a layoff since his final event 
in 1976 — a year in which he finished in 
the top 10 in 11 tournaments of the 25 he 
entered and had $138,202 in earnings, 
Thursday, in the darkness delayed 
opening round of the $200,000 Tucson 
Open, Watson was in the last group that 
finished, coming home with a five under 
67 that gave him a share of the lead with 
Gary McCord, Gil Morgan, Andy North 
and Alan Tapie. 
Twenty-seven players in the starting 
field of 153 were still on the course at 
Tucson National when action was halted 
because of darkness. Play had started 
more than a half hour late because of 
frozen greens but officials are hopeful 
they can get everyone home — with a 
little prodding — before darkness tonight. 
It remains to be seen if they can. 
"W e’ll just have to jack everyone up a 
little,” said one official. “ Since we are 
playing with a split field, there shouldn’t 
be any holdup because of the players who 


didn’t finish on Thursday. When they 
complete their play they will simply move 
into their normal second round starting 
slot and keep on going." 
Watson enjoyed his best year on the 
Tour in 1975 when he won the British 
Open and the rich World Series of Golf. 
In the latter event, Watson beat Jack 
Nicklaus by two strokes which moved 
Jack to comment, “ he knows exactly 
where he is going. Straight ahead Noth­ 
ing distracts him. He has great abilities, 
super confidence and just enough cocki­ 
ness. He's not a comer. He has arrived.” 
Watson played like a man who has 
arrived Thursday, as did North, another 
youngster 
who 
seems 
destined 
for 
stardom. 
While Watson had five birdies and no 
bogeys for his 67, North, who at 26 is only 
one year younger than Watson, had six 
birdies and one bogey. Both putted ex­ 
ceptionally well on the fast greens at 
Tucson National, Watson sinking one 
from 35 feet, and North canning one from 
30 feet and another from 25, 
“ I didn’t hit the ball all that well,” said 
Watson, “ but I kept it in play off the tee. 
I just didn’t make many mistakes and my 
putting was pretty good.” 
North had a near similar comment, 


saying he hit the ball solidly and stayed 
out of trouble except once — on the ninth 
hole where he missed an easy putt. 
" I hit it solid and I avoided mistakes,” 
said North, now in his fourth year with 
exempt status and on the edge of winning 
his first event. "That’s the key to victory 
on the Tour, not making mistakes. All the 
best players are the ones who still shoot 
well on their off days. I hope to be that 
kind of player." 


McCord and Morgan had six birdies 
and one bogey each for their 67 while 
Tapie had five birdies and no bogeys. 
Morgan’s longest birdie putt was a 40 
footer on the first hole, while McCord's 
best was a 20-footer on the third and 
Tapie’s a 45-footer on the seventh. 


Only a shot off the lead was Craig 
Stadler with Jim Dent, Tommy Aaron, 
Joe Inman, Rik Massengale and Jerry 
McGee at 69 and George Archer, Charles 
Coody, Dave Hill, Bruce Lietzke, Jeff

“ Basically, it was a correct decision on 
her p ar t, ” said M a r k Schubert, 
Babashoffs long-time coach. "She has 


been on top longer than any other female 
swimmer in the last five years. Now she 
wants to concentrate on other things— 
her studies at UCLA and perhaps a 
business career.” 
Babashoff earned five Olympic medals, 
one gold and four silvers, at Montreal to 
add to the collection of three medals— 
gold, silver and bronze—she won at 
Munich in 1972. 
In her 11-year cafteer, she broke 15 
world records and nearly 40 American 
records. 


“ Swimming takes a lot of time and 
effort," Schubert said in making the 
announcement for Babashoff. “ If she 


swam competitively in college, she would 
want to do her best and she couldn’t and 
still Btudy.

Baseball Com ­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn in the 
final showdown on Finley’s 
$3.5 million damage suit be­ 
cause Kuhn voided his sale of 
Vida Blue, Rollie Fingers and 
-foe Rudi last June. 
U.S. District Judge Frank J. 
McGarr dismissed one count 
of Finley’s suit which named 
the Boston Red Sox, who were 
to buy Fingers and Rudi for $2 
million, and the New York 
Yankees, who were to huv Blue 
for $1.5, as co-defendant*. 
"I want to limit the issues in 
this case,” McGarr said. 
That left only two count* of 
Finley’* initial seven count 
nuit still standing, each 
matching Kuhn directly 
against Finley, who based his 
suit on the allegation that 
Kuhn exceeded his authority 
and acted capriciously in void­ 
ing the sale. 
Testimony in the suit ended 
Thursday after 15 days in 
court and McGarr gave the 
rival attorneys, Neil Papiano 
for Finley and Peter Bleakley 
for Kuhn, until Feb. 28 to 
make simultaneous filings of 
final briefs and findings of 
fact. 
Thereafter, McGarr said, “ I 
will decide the case as quickly 
as I can," 
The Red Sox had asked to be 
dismissed from the case at the 
conclusion of presentation of 
evidence by Finley, hut the 
Yankees did not request a dis­ 
missal and instead said "we 
still want Blue." 
But McGarr, who had said 
he would rule on the Red Sox 
plea at the end of the trial, 
dismissed the case against 
both teams. He said, "Finley 
has no right to relief against 
those two teams." 
Papiano pointed out that the 
Yankees had not asked dis­ 
missal and McGarr replied, 
"well, they’re out, and if they 
want to get back in, it will 
amaze me. But if they do. I’ll 


Kuhn was the final witness 
and on cross examination con­ 
firmed he had testified before 
a 
Congressional 
committee 
that he did not have authority 
over assignment of player con 
tracts. He also testified that no 
team complained about 
Finley's sale of players before 
he voided the deals. 
Kuhn said he had prior 
knowledge of the sales in a 
phone conversation with 
American 
League President 
I^e MacPhail and told him, “ I 
understand he’s talking about 
selling players for a million 
dollars and cannibalizing his 
team. This is bad and you 
better talk him out of it." 
Kuhn, although he agreed 
with a question put by Pa­ 
piano that it cost between 
$500,000 and $700.000 to de­ 
velop a major league player, 
said Finley "had had these 
players for many years, and 
it’s fair to say he had recouped 
his investment."

Kissin ger S u rp rise 


W A SH IN G T O N (U PI) 


With only a week left in hi» 
term, President Ford awarded 
the Medal of Freedom to Sec­ 
retary of State Henry Kissin­ 
ger and both made clear they 
still share vivid memories of 
W a te rg a te and R ichard 
Nixon's resignation 
The President had a busy 
schedule today, starting with a 
breakfast meeting with Re 
publican and Democratic con­ 
gressional leaders and ending 
with a reception for the 162- 
member GOP National Com 
mittee 
Ford handed Kissinger the 
nation's highest civilian award 
Thursday night at a surprise 
ceremony, and 
called him, 
"the greatest secretary of state 
in the history of our republic.” 
In 
presenting 
the medal, 
Ford did not name his prede­ 
cessor or the scandal that 
drove Nixon from the White 
House 
But Ford said he was hon­ 
oring Kissinger for "monu­ 
mental contributions” to U S 
security, peace and freedom, 
and because “During the dark 
days in our nation’s recent 
past, you showed the world 
what we were capable of ac­ 
complishing 
You gave your 
countrymen a reason to be 
very proud of our nation.” 
In accepting. Kissinger 
picked up the theme and said, 


"History will record that our 
President preserved America 
from tremendous dangers and 
moved it on the road toward 
peace and progress ” 
Those in high government 
positions, he said, "know the 
great dangers that can arise 
when the executive authority 
of one of the great powers 
suddenly 
gets 
thrown 
into 
quest ion 
"You overcame these dan­ 
gers in a way that they were 
never even apparent," he told 
Ford. 
The 
53-year-old 
German- 
born Kissinger became secre 
tarv of state in September 
1973 after serving as Nixon's 
top national security adviser 
since early 1969. He was the 
first 
Cabinet 
member that 
Ford asked to stay on when he 
became president. 


Ford said he chose to make 
the presentation at a reception 
given for Kissinger by the for­ 
eign diplomatic corps in the 
Pan American Union building 
"because, 
in 
the 
broadest 
sense, what you did for Ameri­ 
ca, you did for all mankind ' 
The ceremony had lighter 
moments 
Kissinger was not 
told in advance about the 
award and jokingly told Ford, 
“ 1 had to be in Washington for 
eight years before we finally 
managed to keep a secret ”

Some industries have prob­ 
lems, but the country is endur­ 
ing a severe winter without 
significant production loss or 
unemployment linked to natu­ 
ral gas supplies. 
A Federal Power Com ­ 
mission report said as much at 
a hearing Thursday to consider 
a plea for more emergency 
sales of natural gas in the 
East, 
and 
to 
review 
the 
nation’s winter gas situation 
generally. 
The FPC has before it a 
p e titio n 
from 
H ouston 
Pipeline Co. to sell gas — 
outside FPC price controls — 
to Transcontinental Gas Pipe 
Line Corp., called Transco, 
and United Gas Pipe Line Co., 
major suppliers to the East 
Coast. 
Joseph Solters, who heads 
an office monitoring gas supp­ 
ly curtailments, said his staff 
checked 29 major gas pipelines 
just this week, and found: 
"The situation has generally 
remained manageable, in spite 
of sustained extremely cold 
weather. No significant pro­ 
duction losses or unemploy­ 
ment 
due 
to 
natural 
gas 
curtailment 
have 
been 
re­ 
ported by the pipelines." 
But he said in Houston 
Pipeline’s case, Transco and 
United “ are faced with unac­ 
ceptable 
impacts 
resulting 
from natural gas curtailment.” 
Some of their customers can­ 
not get or use alternate fuels 
and would have both produc- 
ton losses and unemployment 
without emergency gas. 
The trouble, Solters said, is 
that Houston Pipeline may 
have problems delivering the 
needed emergency volumes to 
Transco and United. 
He said he has seen a letter 
from Houston Pipeline to the 
FPC lawyer indicating “ gener­ 
ally that due to severe cold 
weather in Texas, Houston 
does not have any capacity to 
deliver emergency gas in in­ 
terstate commerce before 
these conditions improve.” 
Despite the apparent ability 
of suppliers to handle most 
winter problems, 
individual 
pipeline situations vary wide­ 
ly, Solters said. 
"Some expect no significant 
problems for the remainder of 
the wmter, while others appear 
to be experiencing a week- 


toweek struggle to meet high- 
priority requirements." 
That struggle was evident 
Thursday at a U.S. Steel plant 
in Alabama where 3,000 work­ 
ers were on tem p o rary 
furlough and carpet factories 
in Georgia where nearly 7,000 
were laid off. Solters forecast 
such situations could occur on 
a broader scale if the winter 
continues harsh. 
School closings and plant 
layoffs have already been re­ 
ported in other parts of the 
country, 
and the

Weather service 30-day fore­ 
cast called for colder tem­ 
peratures than normal over 
much of the nation.

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Nuke Hearings Should Resume Next Month

yet to be decided. 


The state Public Service Com- 


miasion, one of the participant* in the 
proceedings, said it will need at least 
a week to review tentative schedules 
submitted Monday at a conference in 
Albany by the nuclear plant applicant, 


the Power Authority of the State oi 
New York. 


PASNY's schedules deal with pro- 


cedures by which it will disclose in- 
formation to intervenes in the hear- 
ings, the first federal-state joint hear- 
ings on a nuclear project in New York 
and only the second nationally. 


The PSC and it* federal partner in 


the hearings, the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, also are waiting for a 
transcript of Monday's conference to 
that decisions can be made on points 
of agreement between the two com- 
missions, a PSC spokesman said. 


While the NRC decides generally on 


broad nuclear questions like safety and 
the environment, the state may rule on 
specific issues like the environmental 
compatibility and economic necessity 
of a plant in a certain location. 


Decisions on the protocol of handling 


"matters of common interest" in the 
joint hearings was one of the purposes 
of Monday'i conference, and "most of 
these decisions still have to be made," 
PSC information officer Francis S. 
Rivett said. 


However, an NRC spokesman made 


it clear to reporters at a Jan. 4th public 
participation hearing in Hudson, the 
only session at which the general pub- 
lic was permitted to voice its views, 
that argument* on the to-called "ge- 
neric" issues — for example, how 
much radiation leakage is considered 
safe — are decided on the federal level, 
not at hearings on individual projects 
like Cementon.

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Office Closed, County Notified 
Welfare Stops 
In Saugerties

SAUGERTIES — Still under court 


restraint not to read names of local 
welfare recipients at an open town board 
meeting, Supervisor Frank Greco re- 
frained from doing so Thursday night. 
But Greco said Saugerties has closed its 
welfare office and notified the county 
Social Services Department that the town 
will no longer pay welfare recipients "any 
amount of money whatsoever." 


Greco, who still feels nothing in the law 


prohibits him from reading the names, 
said he felt he was not permitted to do so 
until a court order, court decision, or 
trial 


Putting the town's welfare controversy 


to rest for the time being, he said, "Until 
we get a direct order whether we can read 
the names, and until we learn if the 
county intends to take action against us, 
the welfare situation here is status quo." 


With winter weather putting a lid on 


construction in the Barclay Heights Sew- 
age District, Greco said Phase IB of the 
contract had been "going along nicely," 
as proposed and planned before the 
weather forced a halt. Some 18,500 feet of 
pipe has already been placed.

Company stopped work because of quick- 
sand problems and sinking pipes, is still 
causing difficulties.

The News' copyrighted story said the 


money reportedly was paid in advance to 
one or more foreign "hit men" to kill 
Kissinger in revenge for his "allegedly 
selling out Israel during his Mideast 
shuttle diplomacy." 


The News said it was told by an 


unidentified aide to Kissinger that "the 
money was provided by a small radical 
splinter faction within Israel's Likud op- 
position bloc, which opposed the Labor

WOODSTOCK— It was a time 


when Kingston was known as 
a"women's town," with dozens of pa- 
jama, .shirt, cigar and dress factories 
where women could find work. 


For men, job* were few. Like most

Hundreds lost 
their jobs, with savings and life insur- 
ance policies cashed in to provide 
families with the staples necessary to 
keep going. 


The two city hospitals provided 


health services at $4 a day, and most 
physicians wouldn't accept payment 
from patients who were on welfare. 
Close to 20 per cent of the city's 
population was receiving some form of 
public assistance. And tome 2,000 men 
were employed by the federal Works 
Project Administration, earning $13.60 
a week.

County Prefers ARC to Woodstock Group 
Family Funds Re-routed

KINGSTON — The Association for 


Retarded Children will probably get the 
$50,000 plus in-state money to set up a 
24-hour hot line for the county which the 
legislature took away from Family of 
Woodstock. 


A resolution designating ARC as the 


county's choice will be submitted at the 
Feb. 10 legislative meeting either by the 
newly formed Mental Health Committee 
or by legislators Thomas Roach (R- 
Dist.8) and Edward Ullman (R-Digt 2) 


Roach said this morning that he is 


backing ARC ou of a "concern to protect 
the money...so that we don't lose it 
completely. 


"ARC has indicated that they would be 


willing to set up a program, and unless we 
get a resolution through in February we 
could lose the money completely'" he 
said 


Family has held the contract for several 


years and was surprised by a finance 
committee recommendation to drop them 
from the 1977 budget 


They are currently appealing the local 


decision directly to the state Mental 
Health Department, with the aid of As- 
semblyman Maurice Hinchey, (D-lOlst 
Dist) 


Ralph Goldmg, director of the Ulster 


Mental Health agency says the designa- 
tion of ARC would have no bearing on a 
state decision of Family's eligibility 


"If they win the appeal, the money will 


have to go to them," he said this morning. 
"Our main concern is that we have the 
service 


Golding added that since Family al- 


ready has the service set up. it would be 
much easier to just continue allowing 
them to take the calls and do the counsel- 
ling and referrals, but "with a little work, 
we can develop the program with another 


agency. 


He also said that the ARC designation 


wouldn't be "hard and fast. They are not 
going to be offended if we find another 
agency that can do it better" It's a matter 
of everyone trying to work together for the 
best results."

Former St. Cabrini Chief Asks $1.4 Million 
Ex-nun Sues Order for Job Loss 


KINGSTON — An ex-nun who once 


ran the St. Cabrini Home in West Park 
is suing her former order, the Catholic 
priest who heads child services in this 
area, and a number of other people for 
$1.4 million, claiming that they conspired 
to drive her out of her job and out of the 
Missionary Sisters of the Sacred Heart. 


The nun, Margo Williams, now of New 


York City, claims that she was forced out 
of her job as executive director of the 
home for problem children sometime be- 
tween 1969 and 1971 and later dismissed 
from the Missionary Sisters because she 
attempted to buck the influence and 
authority of Msgr. Rob Arpie, director of 
child services for the Catholic Chanties. 


None of the principles in the case would- 


comment on the two-year-old lawsuit 
which is now pending before the Ap- 
pellate Division of the State Supreme 
Court, but attorneys for Msgr. Arpie and 
Ms. William* both say the other side 
doesn't have a prayer. 


Also named in the libel and slander 


cise is the Home itself, former Board of 
Social Welfare employe John Hale, and 
Bishop Edward Head of Buffalo. 


Margo Williams was released from her 


vows in 1972 after 29 years as a Mis- 
sionary Sister because her superiors 
maintained that she had failed to obey 
orders to drop all public comment and 
private activities to regain her position as 
executive director of the Home in West 
Park. 


She now teaches at a Catholic school in 


New York City. 


The million dollar lawsuit was filed in 


Ulster County Supreme Court in April of 
1975.

Confusing Aspects 
In Pond Mystery 


WAKEFIELD, N.H. (UPI) 


— State officials say there is 
nothing radioactive in farmer 
William McCarthy's pond, but 
McCarthy would still like to 
know why thick ice on his pond 
turned to slush despite a 
blizzard and 5 degree tem- 
peratures. 


Gov. Meldrim Thomson 


Thursday dismissed rumors 
that a highly radioactive ob- 
ject had fallen from the sky 
into the pond Monday. He 
said initial readings of high 
radioactivity near a hole in the 
ice-covered pond resulted be- 
cause the instruments were 
faulty or malfunctioned in the 
extreme cold. 


There was some official con- 


fusion on whether there was 
any object at all. 


Col. Leon Parker of the state 


adjutant general's office said, 
"We know some object 
dropped into the 
farmer's 


pond." 


But Thomson's office Thurs- 


day night said investigators 
"found no evidence of any for- 
eign object in the small pond." 


McCarthy's son, Thomas, 


26, said his parents, who raise 
saddle horses outside 
Wakefield, 
a 
township of 


1,400, contacted authorities 
after looking at the 150-foot- 


long, solidly frozen pond Mon- 
day and witnessing a strange 
phenomenon. 


"The whole pond started to 


melt and it was five degrees," 
the younger McCarthy said. 


"There was a hole right in 


the ice. The first day it was 16 
or 18 inches across. The whole 
pond turned to slush. There 
was another small hole 50 feet 
away, linked by .a crack in the 
ice," he said. 


• He said didn't know what 
the first reading on radio- 
activity was Monday when the 
'police called state authorities, 
but "it registered enough to 
get them going." 


Thomson said Jack Stanton 


of the Radiation Control Agen- 
cy found no radiative 
emissions Thursday when of- 
ficials cut two holes in the 
refrozen ice of the pond. But 
officials carried a plastic bag 
full of sediment back to Con- 
cord for tests. 


A spokesman for the Energy 


Research and Development 
Administration in Washington 
said if there were anything 
radioactive settling into the 
mud beneath the pond, ice 
and water could shield any 
emissions and make them un- 
detectable. 


Government Probe 
Of Dental Industry 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


The government charged the 
American Dental Association 
today with preventing com- 
petition on prices by not let- 
ting dentists advertise, and 
announced an 
investigation 


into the entire dental industry. 


The complaint issued by the 


Federal 
Trade 
Commission 


claimed the association that 
represents most U.S. dentists 
has Hillegally restrained com- 
petition among dentists" by 
preventing them 
from 
ad- 


vertising and has stopped 
them from competing with 
each other on the basis of 
price. 
' The ADA promptly issued a 
statement saying "restrictions 
on dentist advertising are in- 
cluded in all state laws." 


It said a case on the subject 


is pending at the U.S. Su- 
preme 
Court and it 
has 


notified member societies to 
exercise caution in disciplining 
dentists who advertise. 
• 


The FTC complaint was the 


latest in a series of government 


• actions against professionals 


on advertising and price is- 
sues. 


A year ago, the FTC went 


after the American Medical 
Association to try to end rules 
against advertising by doctors, 
and the Justice Department 
has gone after the American 
Bar Association on the same 
grounds. 


The FTC in recent months 


also has won settlements from 
individual groups such as the 
American College of Radio- 
logy, the American Academy 
of Orthopedic Surgeons and 
the American College of Ob- 


I stetrics and Gynecology on the 
issue of price fixing through 
suggested price differentials. 


FTC said the ADA has a 


membership of 124,000, "the 
vast majority of all dentists in 
the United States." 


The complaint specifically 


charges that the ADA's code of 
ethics "fixes prices or other- 
wise interferes with the prices 
of dentists' services," keeps 
patients-from knowing which 
dentist might be cheaper and 
"restrains the development of 
innovative systems for the de- 
livery of dental services." 


One FTC lawyer said the 


complaint does not charge the 
ADA with overt price fixing, 
but only says the prohibition 
on advertising has that effect. 


The industry-wide in- 


vestigation will attempt to de- 
termine whether restrictions 
imposed by private and gov- 
ernmental agencies on the pro- 
vision of dental services may 
amount to unfair competition 
"or unfair or deceptive acts." 


In addition to the avail- 


ability of price information, 
the investigation will go into 
restrictions preventing certain 
persons from owning dental 
practices; preventing the 
movement of dentists or oral 
hygenists from from one state 
to another because some states 
may not recognize licenses is- 
sued by others; limiting the 
work hygienists may do; and 
requiring such things as 
citizenship of potential den- 
tists or hygenists or their 
schools.

Gregory Gebert, chairman of 


the Environment Commission, 
said his group felt the permit 
should be enjoined until pres- 
••nVor future owners submit 
. development plans under 


whatever sewage treatment 
conditions exist at the time. 


"That would assure that the 


essential element of local con- 
trol in planning can be ex- 


ercised with the greatest bene- 
fit to the environment," 
Gebert said, "and would be 
the most appropriate course of 
action." 


He also pointed out that 


there was "no pressing need" 
to issue the permit now, since 
no specific housing or business 
is contemplated at the Estates 
currently, or even known to 
the owners or the planning 
board. 


Issuance 
of the 
permit, 


which would be transferable to 
any new owners in the future, 
Gebert said, would allow the 
sewage 
flow 
without 
any 


further planning board review, 
or referral to any other agency. 


The proposed plant, the 


commission feels, is "a vital 
aspect of concern in the local 
planning process," and should 
not be removed from control 
by the town. And, since 
Woodstock is now studying 
sewage treatment facilities of 
its own, and contemplating 
site plan review powers for its 
planning board, granting the 
permit now "may produce re- 
sults contrary to the results of 
both those plans," the agency 
said. 


Gebert also faulted any1 is- 


suance of the permit for un- 
specifitd 
development 


purposes as being in "direct 
opposition" to the DEC't own 
recommendations for land re- 
sources management in the 
Cattkills. The DEC, he said, 
had urged efforts to improve 
the administration and coordi- 
nation of existing programs 
and the full exercise of present 
authority.' 


Gebert said he and other 


commission members believe 
that the Estates acreage 
should be developed by its 
owners under 
the 
orderly 


growth requirements of 
Woodstock, and that to grant 
the permit now "would pre- 
empt the town's prerogative to 
consider the proposed develop- 
ment as an integral part of 
Woodstock's growth plan." 


Public hearings in connec- 


tion with the sewage applica- 
tion permit were held by the 
DEC in Woodstock over a peri- 
od of two days last week. Be- 
cause of the large number of 
opponents who had requested 
to speak, the hearings had to 
be adjourned at that time and 
will be reconvened on the 
night of Jan. 27 in the local 
town hall. 


Town Highway Garage Issue 
Esopus Sets Referendum 


PORT EWEN - The 


Esopus Town Board this week 
set a date for a referendum on 
a new town highway garage. 


The referendum will be held 


Tuesday, Feb. 15, at the usual 
town polling places It will be 
preceded by a public informa- 
tion meeting in the town hall 
at 7:30 p.m. Thursday, Feb. 
10. 


The original resolution had 


made the garage subject to a 
permissive referendum, but 
the board changed it to make 
the public decision the decid- 
ing factor through a man- 
datory referendum. 


The garage would be built on 


four acres of town-owned land 
on Mountain View Road near 
the Port Ewen Elementary 
School. Supervisor Joseph 
Sills Jr. said an $80,000 budget 
surplus from 1976 would be 
used toward the estimated 
maximum cost of 5150,000, 
with the remainder coming 
from 
short term four-year 


notes. 


"If it is approved, the in- 


terest on the remaining 
$70,000 would be about1 
$10,500," Sills noted. "If it is 
turned down and the money 


had to be raised through a 10- 
year bond issue, the interest 
would be approximately 
$72,000, raising the total cost 
to $222,000." 


The town highway depart- 


ment currently operates from 
four garages scattered 
throughout the town. The pro- 
posed 60 by 150-foot building 
would house six equipment 
racks, a wash rack, paint 
room, 
fuel 
storage, 
repair 


spaces, and offices for the 
highway superintendent and 
clerk. 


Sills said the Port Ewen Wa- 


ter District commissioners are 
beginning a full-scale study of 
the entire system and are con- 
sidering hiring a 
full-time 


meter reader. He noted that 
some residents are reluctant to 
let the meter reader into their 
homes during winter months 
because of snow and 
mud 


problems, and that in cases 
where the meter cannot be 
read the employe will leave a 
card to be filled out by the 
resident. Sills asked coopera- 
tion from district residents in 
letting meter readers into 
homes at all times. 


The police commission is 


seeking a full-time dog warden 
for the town. Interested appli- 
cants are asked to contact the 
supervisor, town clerk or com- 
missioners. 
Sills cautioned 


that the position would require 
daytime work and full atten- 
tion. 


Sills also disclosed that the 


Postmaster General had out- 
lined requirements that must 
be met for door-to-door de- 
livery of mail in Port Ewen. 
Streets must be paved and 
safe for post office vehicles and 
clearly marked. Sills said all 
requirements could be met. 


The board accepted the res- 


ignation of Hugh McGuire 
from the zoning board of ap- 
peals. McGuire said the press 
of personal commitments 
made it impossible to con- 
tinue. No replacement was 
named.

Fund chairman for Esopus, 
has made arrangements for 
blood pressures to be taken at 
the town hall from 1:30 to 4 
p.m. Wednesday, Jan. 26, and 
from 7 to 9:30 p.m.

John Hill, whose sentence 


for murdering a prison guard 
during the 1971 Attica prison 
riot was commuted by Gov. 
Hugh Carey, appeared before 
the state Parole Board for pos- 
sible release. 


A spokesman for the board 


said Hill would be notified of 
the board's decision within 24 
hours, with a decision ex- 
pected today. His hearing was 
held at the Queensboro Cor- 
rectional Facility, a medium 
security prison in Queens. 


Carey announced Dec, 30 


that he was commuting the 
sentences of all inmates 
charged in the 1971 riot. 


Hill was sentenced to 20 


years to life in prison and, 
without the governor's grant of 
clemency, would not have 
been eligible for parole until 
1994. Carey's action 
drew 


criticism, including a letter 
from the family of Williat.. 
Quinn, the guard Hill was con- 
victed of killing during the 
takeover of the prison.

Anthony Eden 
Dies in Sleep 


>\> •>, 


LONDON (UPI) — Former Prime Minister Anthony 


Eden, a heroic figure in two world wan whose career was 
shattered by the aborted Suez invasion of 1956, died in his 
sleep today. He was 79. 


Eden, who became Lord Avon late in life, died of a liver 


ailment just five days after after he was rushed home from 
a Florida vacation in a Royal Air Force jet. He had wished 
to die in England. 


Death came shortly a'fter 11 a.m. (6 a.m. EST) at his 


home at Alvediston, 86 miles west of London. 


The veteran statesmen had served Britain as soldier, 


diplomat, foreign minister and prime minister during a 
brilliant career. He battled those who wanted to appease 
the Nazis, worked beside Sir Winston Churchill to save 
Britain in the grim days of World War n, then succeeded 
Churchill m 1955, when the old Prime Minister resigned at 
80. 


But his career shattered in 1956 when Egypt seized the 


Suez Canal. Israel, then Britain and France, moved 
militarily against Egypt. 


U.S. President Dwight D. Eisenhower learned of it only 


by radio and was furious. The then Secretary of State, John 
Foster Dulles, never on close personal terms with Eden, 
quickly applied economic pressure on London to back off 


Canada led a Commonwealth rebellion against Britain, 


voting against the invasion in the United Nations. 


An angry Eden had no choice but to pull Britain out of 


the Suez invasion. Britain, still recovering from the ravages 
of World War n, needed U S. economic support, the price 
Dulles demanded. 


The Suez crisis provoked a recurrence of serious illness 


and in January 1957, officially for health reasons, Eden 
resigned and went into graceful retirement. He appeared in 
public only briefly thereafter. He went to Buckingham 
Palace to become the Earl of Avon, picking for his title the 
name of the river that flows through his old parliamentary 
constituency.

A Realistic Look 


Dear Editor: 


After reading Legislator Tipp's analysis 


of the Family of Woodstock it is clear she 


- is on the road to becoming an excellent 


demagogue. Instead of trying to offer 
viable alternatives to our problems she 
chooses to make emotional statements 
that please an economically depressed 
electorate without statistics or research to 
back herself up. Our communities are 
divided enough already without this type 
of antagonism from our public officials. 


What is now happening in Woodstock 


is tragic considering that a compromise 
among all parties could have been worked 
out. I believe Supervisor Val Cadden 
wanted Family to " shape up, not ship 
out." When she addressed the entire 
county legislature it was assumed that 
she wanted Family completely out and so 
the Republican legislators voted in unison 
to back the supervisor as a show of 
support. The issue became so confusing 
that the Republican legislators voted the 
money completely out of the budget so 
the Ulster County Mental Health Depart- 
ment couldn't even use it. 


Let's look at the picture in a realistic 


way. Ulster County has always had and 
will continue to have a large transient 
population. In 1960 the peak population 
growth in Ulster County was in the under 
five age group. Today this has resulted in 
the 20-to-25-year-olds showing the heav- 
iest population figures in the county. To 
compound this the turbulent 60s and the 
decaying cities brought and continue to 
bring many young people to Ulster Coun- 
ty looking for an identity and/or a new 
beginning. 


Recent statistics from the Ulster Coun- 


ty Manpower files show that 47 per cent 
of unemployed persons in Ulster County 
are between 18 and 30 years of age. This 
has naturally'resulted in this age group 
also having the highest percentage of all 
mental health cases including child abuse 


and the largest increase in crime rate. 
Unlike the city of Atlanta, Ulster County 
cannot economically support this massive 
increase in young people. It has been 
forced to rely on the property owner to 
compensate, but now the property owner 
can no longer afford it and we are in a 
crisis situation. 
• Our number one goal of course is jobs. 
I personally called 37 businesses this past 
week looking for one job to keep someone 
from going on home relief. Absolutely 
nothing, but lots of empathy. I admit that 
a minority of young people today are 
satisfied with just getting by collecting 
from our rotten social service system, but 
the majority want to work and strive 
towards self-sufficiency. If you want to 
get depressed quickly spend a day looking 
for a job 


I don't forsee many young people leav- 


ing Ulster County in the near future 
unless they are highly motivated and 
realize that opportunities are very limited 
here. Woodstock, because of its reputa- 
tion and New Paltz because of the college, 
will continue to have an above average 
number of young people, but 
the 


statistics show that the problems are 
basically the same throughout Ulster 
County. 


The Family of Woodstock came into 


operation as a result of this large increase 
of young people m Ulster County. They 
didn't produce broken families, a stress- 
producing society or rampant fraud eve- 
rywhere. They want to see a healthy 
community just as much as our town and 
county governments want to. 


Family may soon have to lay off its 


three or four paid staff members and life 
in Ulster County will continue. 


Most legislators will think that the 


story ends there

Hall Inspections Urged 


Dear Editor: 


On Oct. 16, 1976, three J&A Roofing 


mechanics, 
their supervisor and T. 


Cerwonka, P.E. carried out a repair of 
approximately 35 feet of the edge of the 
roof membrane along the northwest eave 
of the Old City Hall. 


The membrane edge separated from the 


roof edge at this location during the 
winter of 1975 because, unknown to the 
roofer, this portion of the eave lacked a 
wood nailer under the copper eave 
flashing. Therefore, the edge nails had no 
adequate base material for anchoring. 


The roofer who did the reroofing of the 


Old City Hall in 1929 was remiss in not 
installing a wood nailer along this 
northwest roof edge. It is remarkable that 
the 1929 installed membrane lasted as 
well as it did, as the membrane nailing 
in general was not adequate: (a) closely 
spaced tapered cut nails were used along 
the eaves which fractured the gypsum, 
(b) common galvanized roofing nails 
which have very low pull-out gypsum 
deck generally. 


The repair was made possible by utili- 


zing unique fasteners donated by ESS 


Products of New Rochelle. They were 
driven through holes punched in the 
copper flashing and into the gypsum 
base. 


Inspection and touch up of the one-ply 


membrane and the original north-south 
ridge built up roofing was carried out 
before leaving the site. 


The J&A Roofing Co. should be com- 


mended for their attitude of backing their 
warranty for the installation of the one- 
ply membrane which was done during the 
late winter months of February and 
March of 1975. 


The gypsum deck of the Old City Hall 


is sound and of good density. It is sup- 
ported by excellent steel truss work. It 
should eventually be the base for a multi- 
ply built-up roof. 


In order to retain this excellent struc- 


ture and to keep it dry within, I recom- 
mend at least annual inspections of the 
roof membrane by a licensed professional 
engineer or architect.

Recent statements calling for an in- 


crease in the level of state and local 
government subsidies for public transit 
operations within the state— to a figure 
of $239.3 million— may have severe fi- 
nancial impact on the City of Kingston's 
minibus system, and the ability to main- 
tain what the city has may be threatened 
due to unparalled tax increases proposed 
for the 1977 budget. 


Considering that Kingston does not 


• receive any federal operating assistance 


under 
the Section 5 Program 
im- 


-plemented by the Urban Mass Transpor- 
• tation Administration, we propose that 


every effort be made to establish the City 
of Kingston as an "urbanized area" simi- 
lar to the City of Poughkeepsie 'which 
does receive federal funding, or that the 
City of Kingston be included in a larger 
"urbanized area" with the City of 
Poughkeepsie. 


Establishing the Kingston "urban 


area" as an "urbanized area" or as a part 
of a larger Kingston-Poughkeepsie "ur- 


banized area" would aid in lightening the 
financial load on the City of Kingston's 
strained finances; possibly allow for some 
expansion of service due to an influx of 
federal funding; raise the possibility of 
utilizing the West Shore Line for local 
commuter service, and provide a source of 
funding which could be used to stabilize 
and . improve the Catskill Mountain 
Branch line, threatened with abandon- 
ment, as a commercial, commuter and 
tourist transportation facility, via both 
operating assistance and capital improve- 
ments. 


With some $3,175,000,000 
available

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The Big, Bad and Sloppy 


WASHINGTON (KFS) - One of the 


oldest ideas of the new administration is 
government reorganization, 
the con- 


solidation and rearrangement of agencies 
and bureaus for efficiency's sake. By the 
time the Dockery-Cockrell Commission 
was created in 1893 there had already 
been three previous attempts to tackle 
the problems of government sloth since 
the Civil War. 


Nor was the goal then put aside to 


languish. Governmental failure to do its 
job is too aggravating to be ignored. In 
1905 Theodore Roosevelt appointed the 
Keep Commission, and so it went decade 
after decade with Herbert Hoover saying 
in 1932, "The absolute necessity for the 
most drastic economy makes the problem 
of government reorganization one of para- 
mount importance." Twenty years later 
Mr. Hoover himself was made the head 
of a,commission to do what he was unable 
to do in this regard when he was in the 
White House. 


Even Franklin Roosevelt, the president 


whose name is most closely associated 
with the rise of big, bad, sloppy govern- 
ment, was concerned about the question. 
"Before any man enters my cabinet he 
must pledge... complete cooperation with 
me looking to economy and reorganiza- 
tion in his department," Roosevelt said 
during the 1932 campaign. Nor was this 
just campaign yatata-yatata. True he 
waited for four years, but after the 1936 
elections he proposed a massive and 
fundamental reorganization of the federal 
government. There would be nothing 
quite so sweeping until Richard Nixon's 
repeated, failing attempts in the 1970s. 


Roosevelt's proposals were shaped by a 


committee headed by Louis Brownlow, an 
academic specializing in public adminis- 
tration. It was his idea to cluster all 
bureaus and agencies together according 
to function, much as Nixon wanted. Such 
clustering is logical but whether it is also 
more efficient - whatever that word 
means in this kind of discussion 'is 
'another matter. Thus it certainly made 
logical sense to take the Public Health 
Service out of the Treasury Department, 
of all strange places, where it was in 
FDR's time and put it under a depart- 
ment whose major responsibilities were 
closer to providing people services. 


That was the reasoning behind the 


creation of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare under the Eisen- 
hower Administration. That's where the 
Public Health Service is now, but that 
either it or the department in which it's 
housed are especially or even minimally 
efficient is a highly arguable proposition. 
Clustering offices and agencies by func- 
tional responsibilities doesn't necessarily 
provide the coordination, the dispatch or 
the economy that is invariably promised. 
Look at the Department of Transporta- 
tion. Now slightly more than a decade old 
it remains a bundle of quasi-autonomous 
agencies housed under one bureaucratic 
roof, but the rational transportation plan 
that was supposed to guide and discipline 
the government's multi-faceted and ex-1 


pensive activities in this area remains as 


remote as it was before DOT was created. 


It is not clear whether Jimmy Carter 


appreciates that the consolidation of loose 
particle agencies into the departmental 
structure assures nothing more than a 
cleaner looking organizational chart. He 
says he was successful in this approach in 
Georgia, but a state government the size 
of Georgia's is three or four quantum 
leaps away from Washington. 


Federal bureaucracies have constituen- 


cies of truly grand power. Take the 
Veterans Administration. By all common 
sense reasoning it shouldn't be allowed to 
stand off by itself but should be inte- 
grated into the general government al 
structure, perhaps even broken up into 
various parts, but that won't be. FDR 
found the politics of government efficien- 
cy demanded that the VA be left alone 
and inefficient. Carter will find out the 
same, even if he is successful in putting- 
the VA under the nominal supervision of 
some kind of super department of human 
resources. 


More than nominal control, however, 


doesn't mean a more successful VA. No 
evidence exists that anyone knows how, 
that we possess the requisite skills to 
administer organizations of such size effi- 
ciently - by which is meant at a cost and 
with a level of service that doesn't incite 
mob violence. There are no, literally no 
successful examples of outfits of the size 
and complexity of the Pentagon or HEW 
being run satisfactorily. 


There are no new, hot ideas for achiev-

ing significantly better administration 
within the current mega structures. The 
one you hear the most, raising federal pay 
levels to attract higher caliber employes, 
is imbecilic. The Washington metropoli- 
tan area, even with a large, black un- 
employed population figured in, has the 
highest per capita family and individual 
income of any metropolitan area in the 
United States. In other words, govern- 
ment service a Iready pays more than 
private industry and therefore should be 
attracting the most qualified, best per- 
sonnel. 


It may also be true that there are many 


of us who prefer lower salaries to high 
paid, secure, but uselessly dismal govern- 
ment jobs. But to make a civil service 
career something more than the richly 
compensated house arrest it is now would, 
require an enormous reorganization and 
rethinking about government. Nixon 
began moving in that direction with his 
decentralization efforts, but the people in 
charge underestimated the problem and 
the results weren't good. Carter, on the 
other hand, seems to be going back to a 
Rooseveltian idea of government re- 
organization. 


Time has disproven many of 


Brownlow's concepts, so that what Carter 
wants may be really quite retrograde. 
What he wants and what he gets are two 
different matters. FDR, at the height of 
his power, with a House of Represent- 
atives that was three-quarters Democrat- 
ic, couldn't pass his reorgan

Angel's Boys Never Forget 


We promise to get together. And seldom 


make it. This happens to old friends. Last 
night John Monahan and I met on a side 
street in Bay Harbor, north of Miami, like 
a pair of sneaks. 


He looks the same - disgustingly youth- 


ful. Some people talk to plants. John 
talks to his motorcycle. He doesn't say I 
look older. "Terrific!" he says, and holds 
the car door open for me. We had dinner 
at De Continental Ristorante, a plush 
place of soft glittering lights, pale walls 
and a rug of old flame. 


We had a lot of catching up to do. It's 


nice when you don't have to fight the 
clatter of dishes and noisy waiters. I was 
trying to think of a Chablis when four 
arms flew up. Dan and Bob Lopez were 
saying hello. Monahan knows them. I 
knew their old man, Angel Lopez. 


They own the place. They drew chairs. 


Angel died about nine years af o, but his 
sons aren't going to let him'go. I like guys 
who admire a father, if there is anything 
worth idolizing. When I knew Angel, he 
looked like a tough wrestler who had been 
tapped on the head by a punch press. 


Sitting with him in the Havana Madrid 


in New York was always a lesson in 
semantics. He came from a town about 
the size of your fiat called Palas de Rey, 
in Spain. It hung an accent on his tongue 
that made pajamas come'out "Pie-am- 
mos." 


One time, driving in Jersey, we were 


rolling through a mitt. The crickets were 
loud. "Froggie," he Mid. I thook my head. 
"No froggic. Cricket*." Angel had a short 
fuse. "Froggie," he shouted. I stopped the 


car. He pointed to the gray veil. "It 
froggie out." It was. 


The remarkable feature about Lopez 


was his hair-trigger courage. When he 
landed in New York, he became a feather- 
weight boxer. He stayed with it until he 
got his block knocked off. That, he said, 
was that. He married a sweet Portuguese 
lady, which created an additional lan- 
guage barrier, and opened an orange juice 
stand. 


He was so short that growing kids 


looked down their noses at him. He sold 
the stand and opened the Havana Ma- 
drid. Angel Lopez became a Broadway 
big shot muttering fractured English 
through a two-foot cigar.

As I remember him, Lopez was never 


slow with decisions. He hired a comic 
named Alan King and fired him the first 
week. "You not fonny to Latins," he said. 


His joint became a parade of stars-to- 


be. One week he auditioned a singer and 
a Catskills comedian. The only thing they 
could say for themselves was that they 
had both had recent nose jobs. 


Jerry Lewis did lip-sync songs with a 


backstage Victrola. Dean Martin was 
okay, but Angel said, "You owny sing one 
song in a row." The old man found Pupi 
Campo, Carmen Amaya, Diahann Carroll 
and Diosa Costello. - 


That was his night work. By day he 


managed fighters - Jose Basora and Kid 
Gavilan. When television hit the saloons, 
Angel sponsored TV fights. He alac owned 
race hones, and inverted in land develop- 
ment in Florida. 


If America wn a free country, Angel 


Lopez was going to test it. He raised 
Danny and Bobby as though they lived in 
a well-furnished reform school. There was 
a time for everything, including the privi- 
lege to speak. 


They manicured lobster tails until Bob- 


Nobody would 
work for this money." The old man 
snorted into his cigar and tossed some 
bills on the table.

Money May 
Have Cost 
Ford Win 


WASHINGTON- President, 


Ford's campaign aides may have 
blown the election for him by 
failing to spend $1.7 million that 
was available for last-minute TV 
spots, voter drives and speaking 
campaigns. 


The extra money, a White 


House aide told us bitterly, would 
have put the president over the 
top. Other aides agreed, some of 
them less certainly, that the in- 
credible miscalculation may have 
cost him the election. At least in 
the key state of Ohio, GOP 
strategists suggested, the money 
could have made a difference. 


The $1.7 million went unspent, 


ironically, because of the 
president's determination to keep 
his campaign free of any 
Watergate-style financial abuses. 
At secret, meetings in Washington 
during September, the Ford 
strategists carefully analyzed the 
new election law. 


It allowed both candidates to spend 


$21.8 million of their own campaign 
funds. But the Republicans had come up 
with another $3.1 million which could be 
spent, quite legally, by the president's 
campaign committee. 
. 


The money came out of the till of the 


Republican National Committee. But 
Ford's campaign chief, Jim Baker, 
prudently insisted that up to $750,000 
should be held back to make sure the 
president didn't exceed the legal limit. 


So the spending rate was kept down. 


The Ford campaign, meanwhile, began to 
pick up momentum. As the president 
gained on Jimmy Carter in the polls, the 
Republican National Committee urged 
the campaign committee to loosen the 
purse strings. 


But it was mid-October before the 


president's campaign aides realized the} 
had been spending money far too slowly: 
By then, programs to enlist black voters 
and to step up TV promotion in several 
key states had already been rejected as 
too expensive. 


Hurried meetings were called, but it 


was too late to spend the money usefully. 
On the day after the election, the beaten 
Ford campaigners began to add up their 
expenditures. The latest tally shows that 
Ford could have spent from $1.7 to $1.8 
million more than he did. 


At the Republican National Commit- 


tee, a spokesman said bluntly that "we 
had it available to be spent." The im- 
plication was that the president's cam- 
paign committee had been too miserly. 


A spokesman for the campaign commit- 


tee acknowledged: "We were disap- 
pointed we didn't spend the budgeted 
amounts. We were conscious of the re- 
quirements of the new law and the ex- 
cesses of the past. We wanted to be 
damned certain we were within it." 


It was pure conjecture, he added, to 


blame Ford's defeat on the $1.7 million 
miscalculation. 


SUGGESTION BOX: The taxpayers 


provide their top leaders with chauffeur- 
driven limousines to get around Washing- 
ton. The government bigwigs like their 
limousines to be warm in the winter and 
cool in the summer. Obliging chauffeurs, 
therefore, often idle the motors so the 
limousines will be comfortable when their 
bosses board them. 


A federal employe, writing to the Na- 


tional Suggestion Box, pointed out that 
both money and gasoline could be saved 
if the drivers would stop running their 
motors while they wait. This simple sug- 
gestion, he said, would help achieve three 
government goals: it would conserve 
gasoline, reduce pollution and save tax- 
payers' money. 


The suggestion was submitted to all the 


major federal departmtnents and agen- 
cies. Not a single one offered to imple- 
ment the idea. Only the General Services 
Administration responded at all, saying it 
had included the suggestion in a three- 
page bulletin. 
' 


"If you can provide specific information 


about abuses," responded the GSA, "we 
will be pleased to pursue them." The 
agency promised to take "appropriate 
action" if "the vehicle and the incident 
can be identified." 


The only wa y this wasteful practice can 


be stopped, in other words, is for citizens 
to report the idling limousines. We'll be 
happy to forward the reports to the GSA. 
Be sure to specify the date, place and 
limousine license number.

Turning the pages of the scrapbook,

The parts Heiselman doesn't re- 


member are all there, preserved for 
posterity: Stories about 
how, as 


alderman-at-large, Connie Heiselman 
became mayor in January 1934, follow- 
ing the resignation of Harry Walker, a 
man who served as mayor for only 10 
days. The selections of 1935 and 1939 
are there too. Heiselman was twice 
reelected to the S5,000-a-year-job. 


Then there are the stories about the 


building of the city lab, the re- 
furbishing of the 
Municipal 


Auditorium, and the formation of the 
Mayor's Industrial Committee, which 
sought to bring business into King- 
ston. 


"I used to go down to New York City 


and walk around and go into stores 
and try to get the owners to move to 
Kingston.

Babashoffs long-time coach. "She has 


been on top longer than any other female 
swimmer in the last five years. Now she 
wants to concentrate on other things— 
her studies at UCLA and perhaps a 
business career." 


Babashoff earned five Olympic medals, 


one gold and four silvers, at Montreal to 
add to the collection of three medals- 
gold, silver and -bronze—she won at 
Munich in 1972. 


In her 11-year cateer, she broke 15 


world records and nearly 40 American 
records. 


"Swimming takes a lot of time and 


effort," Schubert said in making the 
announcement for Babashoff. "If the 


swam competitively in college, she would 
want to do her best and she couldn't and 
still study. 


"I believe retirement is what Shirley 


really wants and I am happy that she's 
doing it while she is on top. There is 
nothing to feel sad about. She's had a 
great career. The team will miss her, but 
I agree with her decision."

"I want to limit the issues in 


this case," McGarr said. 


That left only two counts of 


Finley's initial seven count 
suit still standing, each 
matching Kuhn directly 
against Finley, who based his 
suit on the allegation that 
Kuhn exceeded his authority 
and acted capriciously in void- 
ing the sale. 


Testimony in the suit ended 


Thursday after , 15 days in 
court and McGarr gave the

i for Finley and Peter Bleakley 


for Kuhn, until Feb. 28 to 
make simultaneous filings of 


, final briefs and findings of

Thereafter, McGarr said, "I

The Red Sox had asked to be 


i dismissed from the case at the 


conclusion of presentation of 
evidence by Finley, but the 
Yankees did not request a dis- 
missal and instead said "we 
still want Blue." 


But McGarr, who had said 


he would rule on'the Red Sox 
plea at the end of the trial, 
dismissed 
the case against 


both teams. He said, "Finley 
has no right to relief against 
those two teams." 


Papiano pointed out that the 


Yankees,had not asked dis- 
missal and McGarr replied, 
"well, they're out, and if they 
want to get back in, it will 
amaze me. But if they do, I'll 
hear them." 


Kuhn was the final witness 


and on cross examination con- 
firmed he had testified before

Congressional committee 


that he did not have authority 
over assignment of player con- 
tracts. He also testified that no 
team complained about 
Finley's sale of players before 
he voided the deals.

knowledge of the sales in a 
phone conversation with 
American League President 
Lee MacPhail and told him, "I 
understand he's talking about 
selling players for a million 
dollars and cannibalizing his 
team.

With only a week left in hU t 
term, President Ford awirded 
the Medal of Freedom to Sec-'

In presenting the medal,

cessor or the scandal that 
drove Nixon from the White 
House. 


But Ford said he was hon- 


oring Kissinger for "monu- 
mental contributions" to U.S 
security, peace and freedom, 
and because "During the'dark 
days in our nation's recent 
past, you showed the world 
what we were capable of ac- 
complishing. You gave your 
countrymen a reason to be 
very proud of our nation." 


In accepting, Kissinger 


picked up the theme and said, 


"History will record that our 
President preserved America 
from tremendous dangers and 
moved it on the road toward 
peace arid progress." 


Those in' high government 


positions, he said, "know the 
great dangers that can arise 
when the executive'authority 
of one of the great powers 
suddenly gets thrown 
into 


question. 


"You overcame these dan- 


gers in a way that they were 
never even apparent," he told 
Ford. 
. 


The 53-year-old 
German- 


born Kissinger became secre- 
tary of state in September 
1973 after serving as Nixon's 
top national security adviser 
since early 1969. He was the 
first Cabinet member that 
Ford asked to stay on when he 
became president. 


Kord said he chose to make 


the presentation at a reception 
given for Kissinger by the for- 
eign diplomatic corps in the 
Pan American Union building 
"because, 
in the 
broadest 


sense, what you did for Ameri- 
ca, you did for all mankind." 


The ceremony had lighter 


moments. Kissinger was not 
told in advance about the 
award and jokingly told Ford, 
"I had to be in Washington for 
eight years before we finally 
managed to keep a secret."

Rhoden, attorney for former 


Hughes aide Noah Dietrich, 
executor of the will, said Dura- 
mar admitted delivering the 
purported will to Mormon 
Church headquarters in Salt 
Lake City last April 27. 


Rhoden said Dummar told 


him several stories about how 
he came into possession of the 
will. "They're all lies," 
Rhoden charged. 


Rhoden said he talked with 


Dummar and his attorney, 
Roger 
Dutson, at 
Ogden, 


Utah, Wednesday. 


"Dummar cracked," Rhoden 


said. "We had several hours of 
a grilling session. He finally 
admitted he wrote the en- 
velope, the note inside the 
envelope saying it (the will) 
was found by Joseph Smith's 
house. And he admitted he 
delivered the will, 


"We still don't know who 


wrote the will." 


Dummar s.aid he would re- 


nounce any part in the estate 
even if the will is found to be 
legitimate, Rhoden said. "He's 
just out of if. As soon as he 
signs a renunciation." . 


Dutson said the matter of 


the will's origin was being in- 
vestigated. 


WASHINGTON(UPI) - 


Some industries have prob- 
lems, but the country is endur- 
ing a severe winter without 
significant production loss or 
unemployment linked to natu- 
ral gas supplies. 


A Federal Power Com- 


mission report said as much at 
a hearing Thursday to consider 
a plea for more emergency 
sales of natural gas in the 
East, and 
to review the 


nation's winter gas situation 
generally. 


The PPC has before it a 


petition from 
Houston 


Pipeline Co. to sell gas — 
outside FPC price controls — 
to Transcontinental Gas Pipe 
Line Corp., called Transco, 
and United Gas Pipe Line Co., 
major suppliers to the East 
Coast. 


Joseph Solters, who heads 


an office monitoring gas supp- 
ly curtailments, said his staff 
checked 29 major gas pipelines 
just this week, and found: 


"The situation has generally 


remained manageable, in spite 
of sustained extremely cold 
weather. No significant pro- 
duction losses or unemploy- 
ment due to natural gas 
curtailment 
have been re- 


ported by the pipelines." 


But he said in Houston 


Pipeline's case, Transco and 
United "are faced with unac- 
ceptable 
impacts 
resulting 


from natural gas curtailment." 
Some of their customers can- 
not .get or use alternate fuels 
and would have both produc- 
ton losses and unemployment 
without emergency gas. 


The trouble, Soltere said, is 


that Houston Pipeline may 
have problems delivering the 
needed emergency volumes to 
Transco and United. 


He said he has seen a letter 


from Houston Pipeline to the 
FPC lawyer indicating "gener- 
ally that due to severe cold 
weather in Texas, Houston 
does not have any capacity to 
deliver emergency gas in in- 
terstate commerce before 
these conditions improve." 


Despite the apparent ability, 


of suppliers to handle moat 
winter problems, individual 
pipeline situations vary wide- 
ly, Solters said. 


"Some expect no significant 


problems for the remainder of 
the winter, while other* appear 
to be experiencing a wtek- 


toweek struggle to meet high- 
priority requirements." 


That struggle was evident 


Thursday at a U.S. Steel plant 
in Alabama where 3,000 work- 
ers were on 
temporary 


furlough and carpet factories 
in Georgia where nearly 7,000 
were laid off. Solters forecast 
such situations could occur on 
a broader scale if the winter 
continues harsh. 


School closings and plant 


layoffs have already been re- 
ported in other parts of the 
country, and the National 
Weather service 30-day fore- 
cast called for colder tem- 
peratures than normal over 
much of the nation.

If West is a good player in 


the serious sense, he takes 
two high spades but leads a 
low spade at the third trick. 


This forces East to ruff with 
the six of hearts. 


South overruffs with the 


jack and eventually loses a 
heart to West. South also 
gives up a diamond and is 
do^none. 


CHEERS 


Three cheers for West, but 


none for South, who should 
have made his contract in 
spite of the expert defense. 


When East ruffs' the third 


spade, South should discard 
his losing diamond. This costs 
nothing, since South is sure to 
lose that diamond sooner or 
later. South thus manages to 
keep his trump strength in- 
tact, and can finesse success- 
fully through West's king of 
hearts.
